| position, observations at Treptow are 
being taken nightly.

CANNOT BUILD FLEET 


UNDERTAKING 18 TOO HEAVY 
FOR CANADIAN FIRMS 


Will be Established for Some Years 
—Construction of Naval Craft in 
Canada Would be Attended with 
Great Difficulty—British Yards will 
Likely be Used Instead. 


Ottawa.—Ottawa has not been in- 
formed of anf proposal to borrow two 
British cruisers to inaugurate the Ca- 
nadian navy, though it is thought here 
that such a plan would not be un- 
reasonable in’ connection with the 
training of Canadians as sailors and 
seamen to command and man war ves- 
sels. However, the policy of the gov- 
ernment is to build a fleet proper, for 
the purposes of Canada, 

Orders in the first place will be 
given to British builders for the craft 
required on the Atlantic and Pacifie. 
Eventually an effort will be made to 
sstablish Canadian yards from which 
such craft can be turned out. 

The opinion here is that unless some 
British builder is venturesome, Can- 
adian yards will not be established 
for some years as it is realized that 
to equip a plant capable of producing 
modern cruisers, destroyers and sub- 
marines, is no stall undertaking. 

Not only is the ordinary fabric tion 
and protecting of the hull involved, 
but there are so many specialized de- 
partments such as electrical engineer: 
ing and fitting involved. It is estim- 
ated that when a British builder gets 
a battleship or cruiser contract he 
has to call to his assistance and em- 
ploy from one to two hundred firms to 
put in engines, boilers, pumps and 
the thousand features which go into 
a modern war eraft’s hull, 

It ix known that the firme do not 
exist in Canada to carry out all these 
specialties and therefore construction 
of naval erafts in Canada would be at- 
tended with difficulty and be a matter 
for the future. In the meantime, Brit- 
ish yards will be used for the building 
of such naval craft as are required,

The road section policy the only 
solution to the road provlem,— Federal 
and Provincial Governments to put up 
dollar for dollar with the Municipali- 
ties.—If 64,000,000 acres have been 
given towards Railroads as an incen- 
tive to immigration, why not give us 
6,000,000 more towards Traffic Roads, 


a better inducement still ?—If the 
policy of giving free homesteads to set- 


tlers isa sane one, why not set aside 
a fraction of this same land to enable 
homesteaders to reach their claims? 

The road problem in Alberta at the 
present time is beyond all doubt the 
paramount issue of the day. When 
you consider that we have in this pro- 
vince over 7000 townships of land, each 
having fifty-four miles of highway ready 
to be turnpiked into a traffic road-bed, 
you have at least formed a casual idea 
of the magnitude of the task of build- 
ing toads ia the province. 

Owing to the natural uniformity of 
the physical features of the province 


throughout, and to its adaptability to 
farming of different kinds, thousands of 


settlers from all parts of the world are 
indiscriminately spreading over its en- 

tire 254,000 square miles of surface, 
and how these poor struggling pioncers 
are to be assisted in the building of 
suitable roads is a problem not yet 
touched by the genius mind of man. 

Providence has endowed us with the 
fundamental material for the making of 
Alberta the banner province of this 
Dominion, and it now behoves man to 
complete the superstructure, which 
can only be done by a_ systematic 
method of road construction.

Combining the 
Local Improvement taxation with bind | 
provincial appropriation, approximately 
$1,000,000 a year has been spent dur- 
ing the last four years, and very little 
showing has been made.
